Other than having “Heroes” in camp, three 
different hunting and fishing shows were on 
hand including Hank Parker 3D, Live the 
Wildlife TV, and Wallhanger TV. 

“They volunteered all their time. They got 
boats for each team and then they got a boat for 


the three camera crews,” Serlin said. 

Team Live the Wildlife TV won the Cast 
and Blast Tournament this past weekend with 
a group of five fish caught on Dale Hollow, as 
well as a turkey on Sunday, which was the only 
turkey taken during the contest. 

The winner received the “Woody McHale 
Cup” which was named after a New York City 
Fireman who according to Serlin recently past 
away. 

“He was a huge advocate to help the heroes. 
He would set up trip to go down to Walter Reed 
and would take the soldiers down to Ground 
Zero and drive them around the city,” Serlin 
said. “I grew up with him, so we named the cup 
after him. He was also a football player in New 
York and a poster-child for New York. He was 
just a big solid guy.” 

In October, the Hope for Heroes Foundation 
held their first hunt and since then, Serlin said 
he has been busy. 

“Very good. We did 11 deer hunts in the 
fall,” Serlin said. “We have 15 turkey hunts 
and 30 fishing trips scheduled in the spring and 
summer.

School board conducts 
delayed April meeting 


Clinton County Board of Edu¬ 
cation held a call meeting Mon¬ 
day night, April 15, basically in 
lieu of its monthly meeting that 
had been cancelled a week prior. 
Four of five members were on 
hand for the session. 

The board took action on 
amending the current school year 
calendar as well as approving the 
tentative 2013-14 calendar. (A 
separate article on the school cal¬ 
endars can be found elsewhere, 
beginning on page 1.) 

The board first recognized 
the Clinton County High School 
Academic team for its accom¬ 
plishments this past season. The 
team, coached by Kathy Conner 
and Stacy Evans, won the district 
earlier this year. It also fared well 
later in the regional and had one 
student, Jacob Williams, com¬ 
pete and place in competition at 
the state level. 

The board approved a host 
of leaves, mostly medical and/ 
or family medical as well as a 
couple of maternity leaves, as 
follows: 

Medical leave to Janet Beck 
through June 30, 2014; maternity 
leave for Kayla Mora through 
April 17; retroactive family med¬ 
ical to Kimberly Patton March 
21-24 (the action was approved 
since the leave was granted be¬ 
tween meetings); medical leave 
for Kimberly Fitzgerald through 
May 31; maternity leave for Erin 
Casada through April 22; fam¬ 
ily medical for Shirley Williams 
through June 30; medical leave 
for Elizabeth Sullivan through 
August 1; and a family medical 
leave for Wanda Mullins through 
May 23. 

After approving between 
meeting disbursements and vot¬ 
ing to pay claims and bills, the 
monthly personnel report was 
given, as follows: Classified 
hired—Tyler Young, KY-ASAP 
Coordinator, district wide; Ash¬ 
ley Hardin, April Speck and 
Stacia York, Early Childhood 
Coordinators, district wide.

The agreement, spelling out the county’s obligations for adminis¬ 
tering the program locally, was signed in early February.

Creative ways to increase 
your fruit and vegetable intake

We all know that we should eat at least five servings of fruits 
and vegetables a day, but many of us don’t get the recommended 
servings. Fruits and vegetables are important to our diet, because 
they provide necessary nutrients and are high in dietary fiber and 
low in calories, fat and cholesterol. The 2010 Dietary Guidelines 
for Americans recommend that you make half your plate fruits and 
vegetables. 

Spring is an excellent time to try to incorporate more fruits and 
vegetables into your diet, as all of them will be in-season at some 
point in the coming months. In-season produce is the peak of a 
particular fruit or vegetable’s freshness, which means its flavor is 
going to be wonderful. 

Spring is also a time when many local farmers markets kick off 
their season. Shopping at a farmers market will not only give you 
the freshest produce possible but also gives you the opportunity to 
support local farmers and the local economy. 

Incorporating more fruits and vegetables in your diet may seem 
like an impossible task, but here are some easy ways to do so. 

• Add fresh fruit to either cooked or whole grain cereal. 

• Add berries or other fruits to pancake batter. 

• Add applesauce to a peanut butter sandwich. 

• Try raw vegetables with cottage cheese or yogurt dip. 

• Add vegetables to a tortilla to make either a vegetable quesadilla 
or breakfast burrito. 

• Add chopped vegetables to an omelet, quiche or frittata. 

• Try baked bagel chips with homemade salsa made from 
ingredients you purchased at the farmers market. 

• If you don’t like the taste of a particular fruit, try preparing it in a 
different way, as it may actually be the texture you do not like. 

Below are a couple of recipes developed by Sandra Bastin, 
University of Kentucky foods and nutrition extension professor, 
which you may also want to try.

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Fly control using ear tags

Area cattle producers will soon be looking for a means of reduc¬ 
ing fly populations in their pastures, and insecticide-impregnated ear 
tags are a popular way to control flies (especially horn fly). Tags are 
inserted in late spring or early summer, and the fly control program 
travels with the animal. However, using tags containing the same 
class of active ingredient for several consecutive seasons can select 
for populations of the horn fly that are resistant to a whole class of 
related insecticides. This shows up in the form of a shorter than nor¬ 
mal period of fly control, but lab testing would be needed to confirm 
resistance. 

To cloud the issue more, other things could cause reduced fly con¬ 
trol. Some examples: 

• The 12- to 15-week “fly control clock” starts when tags are in¬ 
serted. Hanging them too early in the spring can mean protection 
“runs out” before fly season is over. 

• Horn flies moving in from untreated nearby herds can keep pres¬ 
sure high and make control seem less effective. 

• Above normal rainfall can keep manure wetter longer and more 
suitable for horn fly breeding than during hot, dry summers when 
manure dries quickly and may be less hospitable for horn fly mag¬ 
gots. 

Here are some ways to get the most out of your ear tag-based 
pasture fly control program in 2013. 

1) Rotate insecticide classes annually. Currently there are three 
options—organophosphates, pyrethroids, and chlorinated hydrocar¬ 
bons—but dozens of brand names. Check the label for the name of 
the active ingredient in the tag to be sure you know what you are 
using and record the choice each year. The Insecticide Recommenda¬ 
tions for Beef (ENT 11) lists the tags by insecticide class. This makes 
it easier to establish a rotation. 

2) This spring, apply tags after horn fly numbers reach about 100 
per side per animal. This will keep them from being applied too ear¬ 
ly. It takes more than 100 flies per side to have an impact on weight 
gain. 

3) Supplement fly control with dust bags, oilers, sprays or pour- 
ons, if needed. 

Staying on a pro-active program will keep resistance problems 
at bay.

Serlin also said the Hope for 
Heroes will be hosting a 5K run 
in Burkesville on April 27. 

Serlin has been traveling back 
and forth between Albany and 
Burkesville and he said that both 
communities have been helpful 
in his cause. 

“They have been really per¬ 
ceptive to what we are doing,” 
Serlin said. “We are very happy 
with they way the community 
has treated us so far. It’s been 
huge for both counties to help. 
You can’t even put it into words 
what it means. It makes life a 
lot easier for us as far as getting 
things accomplished and it’s a 
good feeling to be accepted.” 

With spring time here, Serlin 
said he is getting ready for the 
upcoming year by discing food 
plots and spraying for weed con¬ 
trol. He is looking forward to the 
upcoming year with the heroes. 

“We are probably going to 
plant at the end of the month and 
we will be setting up equipment 
for the next year,” Serlin said.

The board voted to retain G. 
Scott and Associates, Architects, 
to assist the board with the Dis¬ 
trict Facility Plan. The fee shall 
be based on $1,000 per build¬ 
ing, with a not to exceed cost of 
$ 8 , 000 . 

Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard noted that the state requires 
the district update its District 
Facility Plan each five years and 
changes could be made or addi¬ 
tions added to the updated plan. 

The board also appointed 
board member Kevin Marcum 
to serve on the aforementioned 
planning committee and ap¬ 
pointed one community member, 
Vince Ostertag, to the commit¬ 
tee with two additional members 
from the community to be added 
later. 

The board then voted unani¬ 
mously to allow the Clinton 
County High School cheerlead¬ 
ers to conduct a fundraiser to 
support Relay For Life and ap¬ 
proved a revision to the school 
districts Comprehensive District 
Improvement Plan. 

Director of Pupil Person¬ 
nel, Julie York, then gave the 
monthly attendance report for the 
eighth month of school. Overall, 
ADA (average daily attendance) 
was down, from 93.21 the same 
month last year to 91.96 this 
year. Some of the decrease was 
still attributed to illness as vi¬ 
ruses of some type or another are 
still prevalent in the area. 

Enrollment for the year, as a 
whole, remains up by some 27 
students, standing at 1,735 cur¬ 
rently enrolled to 1,708 enrolled 
through the same month a year 
ago. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation is scheduled for Monday, 
May 13 at 5 p.m. at the Central 
Office and is open to the general 
public. 


officer Serlin in September 2010. 

Serlin is former military with 
the 101st Airborne Division. He 
traveled overseas in the first gulf 
war and joined a police depart¬ 
ment in New York. 

“I retired from there, but my 
father-in-law was disabled and a 
veteran. He had asked me several 
times to take him deer hunting 
and he is in a wheel chair, so I 
didn’t know how to get him in 
the woods. I always wanted to be 
in the outdoor industry. I thought 
that would be a good retirement 
job. It started to dawn on me that 
there is a lot of disabled hunters 
out there who need assistance.” 

Serlin said he started out do¬ 
nating his time to the Physically 
Challenged Bowhunters Associ¬ 
ation and learned what went into 
helping disabled people when it 
came to hunting. 

Not only does the Hope for 
Heroes accommodate disabled 
military, it also accommodates 
injured police and fire fighters. 

“Unfortunately they are the 
ones who are predominately in¬ 
jured, so they are the ones need¬ 
ing our help,” Serlin said. 

Before the organization 
moved to southern Kentucky, 
Serlin said they used other peo¬ 
ple’s properties in order to set up 
events. 

Moving to Southern Kentucky 
was almost a no-brainer for Ser¬ 
lin, being close to Fort Campbell 
and Fort Knox. 

“A lot of the times, disabled 
people have circulation problems 
and they get colder faster. The 
climate is better for us because 
they can stay out longer and en¬ 


joy the outdoors,” Serlin said. 

Getting the nation’s heroes 
into the outdoors is the main ob¬ 
jective for the Hope for Heroes 
Foundation, but the group is not 
just about hunting. Hope for He¬ 
roes wants to empower the he¬ 
roes and make them realize they 
can still get out and enjoy the 
outdoors and the greater things 
in life. 

With most disabled hunters, 
specialized equipment is a huge 
factor in helping the hunters 
shoot their guns or bows. 

Serlin said, as of now, his or¬ 
ganization is working with the 
Wounded Warrior Project on 
getting applicants for Hope for 
Heroes. 

Being part of a project that 
helps disabled military, police 
and firefighters, Serlin said he 
has sponsors who help the cause 
by donating hunting supplies 
like deer stands, ground blinds, 
optics, fishing poles and other 
items. 

“A lot of the companies have 
been really good to us,” Serlin 
said. “They understand that we 
are trying to get something going 
here.” 

When the disabled hunter 
comes to Hope for Heroes’ lodge, 
everything is no cost to the hunt¬ 
er, including lodging and food. 

“The only thing they pay for 
is their licenses and transporta¬ 
tion here,” Serlin said.

School calendar revised; 2013-14 
tentative calendar approved 


Students in Clinton County 
schools will be in classes a little 
bit longer than originally called 
for in the 2012-13 school cal¬ 
endar. However, by only a few 
days, as students locally were 
more fortunate that many oth¬ 
er areas that had to miss more 
school days due to illness and/ 
or inclement weather this past 
winter. 

Clinton County Board of 
Education voted Monday night 
to amend this year’s calendar by 
a few days to make up for only 
about five days missed thus far. 

The last day for students- 
-which will be a full day—will be 
Monday, May 20, with closing 
day for faculty only the follow¬ 
ing day, May 21. 

Clinton County High School 
graduation has also been moved 
up by one week, to Friday, May 
24, meaning students will be out 
of school before Memorial Day 
and well ahead of the month of 
June. 

Some other dates announced 
by the board, pertaining to this 
year, is that Prom Night will be 
Saturday, May 4 and kindergar¬ 
ten graduation at the Early Child¬ 
hood Center will take place on 
Thursday, May 16. Due to the 
size of the ECC, coupled with 
the high number of Kindergar¬ 
ten students enrolled this year, 
the kindergarten graduation cer¬ 
emonies will take place in two 
groups. 

One kindergarten gradua¬ 
tion ceremony will begin at 5:00 
p.m., followed by the second get¬ 
ting underway at 6:30 p.m. 

The board also voted to ap¬ 
prove the tentative 2013-14 


school year calendar, which is 
similar in most ways to the cur¬ 
rent and past years, but vastly 
different in a couple of areas, ac¬ 
cording to both Superintendent 
Charlotte Bernard and Director 
of Pupil Personnel Julie York. 

The opening day for students 
is scheduled for Tuesday, August 
6, with the closing day—with no 
missed school days—being May 
8. The standard holiday and fall 
and spring breaks as well as pro¬ 
fessional days are included. Also, 
school will be dismissed again 
for three days around Thanks¬ 
giving, including the Wednesday 
prior to that holiday. 

The one major change in next 
year’s calendar will be what is 
called, “Early Release Day,” 
once per month, for eight total 
months. 

The last Wednesday of the 
month in which there is school, 
with the exception of December 
where Christmas break will be 
ongoing, students will only at¬ 
tend classes a half-day. 

York noted that several school 
districts are now using the Early 
Release Days, some up to twice 
per month, and it has worked 
well in most districts she has 
been in contact with about the 
new system. 

Superintendent Bernard also 
noted the second half of the 
school day could and would be 
used in various ways, including 
faculty planning time, setting up 
parent conferences and so forth. 

Also, in situations where day¬ 
care is needed and some students 
may have to stay at school the 
entire day, there will always be 
faculty and adults around and 


daycare services provided. 

Both Bernard and York also 
noted the new system may have 
its advantages in some ways for 
parents as well as students. For 
example, since the Early Re¬ 
lease Day for each month will be 
known in advance, parents could 
schedule doctor appointments, 
etc. for their child on those days 
without having the child to miss 
part or all of a school day. 

Supt. Bernard also noted that 
the half-days, especially during 
the second semester, could re¬ 
vert back to full days and used to 
make up time missed for weather 
or illness during the school year. 
York also noted that no required 
instructional time would be 
missed with the new Early Re¬ 
lease Days being in place. 

The reason for adding the 
half-day in the middle of the 
week, according to school of¬ 
ficials, is because at mid-week 
there is still a sense of work 
mentality as opposed to a Friday, 
when people begin looking to the 
weekend off. 

Board member Kevin Mar¬ 
cum said some parents have 
voiced a little skepticism about 
the half-day off once per month 
idea, but were willing to “give 
it a try” and see how it works 
out. York also noted that the new 
Early Release Day was not “set 
in stone” for the district and if it 
didn’t work, could be changed at 
any time, either after the school 
year or anytime during the year. 

The following are the dates 
(all on Wednesdays) for Early 
Release Days where students 
will only attend a half-day of 
classes: August 28; September 


25; October 30; November 20; 
January 29; February 26; March 
26; and April 30. 

Another change with the 
2013-14 school year will be 
school start times and bus-to- 
school scheduling. 

Schools will begin classes 
later in the mornings and will 
get out of class about the same 
times in the afternoon as this 
year, again without any student 
instructional time being missed. 

Start time at each school next 
year is scheduled as follows: 
Clinton County Middle School, 
7:50 a.m.; Clinton County High 
School, 8 a.m.; Albany Elemen¬ 
tary and Early Childhood Center, 
8:10 a.m. Bus scheduling will 
run accordingly with the next 
start times. 

It is hoped by school officials 
that the later starts will be have a 
positive effect, including on tar¬ 
diness of students in some cases. 
Some students currently get on 
buses in the mornings as early as 
5:30 to 5:45 a.m. and the some¬ 
what later classroom start time 
may help students be better able 
to get to school on time. 

It also noted that all schools 
would be open at 7 a.m. each 
morning for students who had to 
be dropped off early. 

Finally, there will be a differ¬ 
ent bus route for drop-off and 
pick-up per school to cut out 
buses having to “back track” 
from one school to another. 

Bus drop-off and pick-ups 
will begin at the middle school, 
proceed to the high school and 
end at Albany Elementary. (The 
ECC runs their own buses.) Ac¬ 
cording to board member Junior 


Cecil, the new system of one 
basic direct route will also help 
save on the cost of fuel for run¬ 
ning the buses over time. 

Supt. Bernard noted that the 
new school calendar and related 
information would be posted on 
the school district’s web page 
and would also be available for 
parents to pick up and review at 
the Central Office and front of¬ 
fices of each school. 

York noted the calendar for 
the next school year still has to 
be approved by the Kentucky 
Department of Education, which 
should be a basic formality. Also, 
a more detailed look at the 2013- 
14 calendar will be published in 
its entirety prior to the start of the 
next school year later this sum¬ 
mer.

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Monticello City Council may 
look at refinancing some or all 
of its debt with funds that is cur¬ 
rently on a certificate of deposit 
(CD). Council members looked 
at a proposal of several scenarios 
of a refinance structure during a 
meeting a week ago Monday 
evening. 

No decisions were made, 
but City Clerk-Treasurer Greg 
Latham pointed out that by re¬ 
ducing debt owed on purchases 
like the new aerial fire truck, 
police vehicles and the police 
station annex property with the 
city’s own money, they would 
increase interest earned on the 
CD by about $100,000 over a 
10-year period. 

The city currently has a 
$500,000 certificate of deposit, 
set aside when the sale of the 
Monticello Electric Plant Board 
was finalized, that is earning 
only about a half percent inter¬ 
est, according to Latham. 

The money would be paid 
back each month into the fund, 
which would mean significantly 
more interest over the current 
$2,400 it is earning annually. 

Mayor Jeffrey Edwards not¬ 
ed that this is an option for the 
council to consider. They can 
decide whether to refinance all 
of the debt or just select some 
projects, where savings would 
be more significant. 

He advised council members 
to take the numbers and look at 
them before opting to make any 
decisions. 



At the April meeting of Rus¬ 
sell County Fiscal Court a week 


ago Monday night, Russell 
County Jailer Bobby Dunbar 
explained that he had received 
a letter from the Department of 
Corrections that officials would 
be interviewing inmates in the 
coming weeks for possible early 
release. 

The release program is fo¬ 
cused on drug offenders and is 
the result of budget restraints, 
Dunbar noted. If they are re¬ 
leased they would then be en¬ 
rolled in a substance abuse pro¬ 
gram. 

“This is a scary letter, or 
email, to me,” Dunbar said, say¬ 
ing officials have interviewed 10 
inmates so far and that it may cut 
into the number of state inmates 
the detention center keeps and 
receives reimbursement for, or 
“paying customers, as Dunbar 
puts it. 

He reassured the court that 
he will continue to work hard to 
make known to other counties 
that we are able to house any ex¬ 
cess inmate population. 

A forklift spotted in the mid¬ 
dle of the road a week ago Sun¬ 
day morning has led to the arrest 
of a Russell County man. 

Dispatch received a call 
around 3 a.m. last Sunday morn¬ 
ing reporting that a forklift had 
been abandoned at east Hwy. 80 
and Hwy. 910. 

When police responded and 
having the forklift towed, a man 
walked up requesting a ride to 
Cumberland Lodge. 

Later in the morning, sheriff’s 
deputies received information 
that a fence was down at Ste¬ 
phen’s Pipe and Steel on Bernard 
Ridge and a forklift was missing. 

Further investigation led to 
the arrest of Justin Morefield, 28, 
of Russell Springs, the seeming¬ 
ly innocent bystander who had 
asked police for a ride. 

After further investigation he 
confessed to having kicked in 
the doors of Town & Country 
Hair Salon and stealing a num¬ 
ber of items, as well as damaging 
the entrances to two other rental 
units at the location. 

Morefield was being held in 


Russell County Detention Cen¬ 
ter on the following charges: two 
counts of third degree burglary, 
theft by unlawful taking over 
$500 and first degree criminal 
mischief. 

A Russell County man was ar¬ 
rested a week ago Monday after 
leading police on a 40-mile chase 
through Anderson and Mercer 
counties, according to a release 
by Kentucky State Police. 

Dallas Cory Crawford, age 38, 
of Russell Springs, was driving a 
1991 Ford Taurus when pulled 
over for driving without a seat 
belt while heading southward on 
U.S. 127 south of Lawrenceburg. 

After the initial stop it was 
determined that Crawford had 
an outstanding warrant. After at¬ 
tempting the arrest, Crawford re¬ 
sisted and fled the scene at a high 
rate of speed, the release said. 

The subsequent pursuit ended 
some 40 miles later in Mercer 
County after a moving roadblock 
set up by Mercer County Sher¬ 
iff’s Deputies resulted in Craw¬ 
ford striking a deputy’s vehicle 
and then losing control of his ve¬ 
hicle, wrecking on Bohon Road. 

Crawford was arrested and 
transported to the Shelby County 
Detention Center on charges of 
fleeing and evading police, three 
counts of wanton endangerment, 
assault, resisting arrest, criminal 
mischief, reckless driving, care¬ 
less driving, no seat belt, speed¬ 
ing and other minor traffic viola¬ 
tions in both counties. 



John William “Fatman” 
Smith, 42, was found guilty of 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine and possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance first degree dur¬ 
ing a jury trial on March 26. 

The jury further recommend¬ 
ed a 15-year and three-year sen¬ 
tence on the respective charges 
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with the two sentences to run 
consecutively for a total of 18 
years. 

Final sentencing was set for 
April 17. 

The City of Gamaliel has been 
approved for a Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant (CDBG) 
in the amount of $660,000 to be 
used for improvements to the ex¬ 
isting sewer system, but the city 
is still waiting to hear back on 
additional grant funds needed to 
complete the project, according 
discussion at last Monday night’s 
regular Gamaliel Commission 
meeting. 

City Attorney Richard Jack- 
son told the group that he had 
been in contact with Gene Beck¬ 
er, the BRADD representative 
overseeing the grant process. 
Becker advised that Gamaliel is 
in line to receive additional funds 
and should not take any new ac¬ 
tion where the sewer system is 
concerned until formal approval. 
Commissioners approved second 
reading of an ordinance amend¬ 
ing the budget in order to receive 
the $660,000 in grant funds. 



When a Shelby Cab driver 
went to Buffalo Valley Road to 
pick up a fare on Friday eve¬ 
ning, April 5, he was alarmed to 
see that the man got into the cab 
armed with a sawed-off shotgun. 

The man, identified as Ken¬ 
neth Warren Carter, 56, also had 
two beers with him and when the 
cab driver asked him to leave 
the shotgun at home, he alleg¬ 
edly pointed the gun at the driver 
and said, “No, you will take me 
where the f*** I want to go,” 
says a report by Cookeville Po¬ 
lice Officer Anthony Nash. 

Carter then allegedly ordered 
the driver to take him to Willow 
Park Apartments “to look for 
someone” and he had the gun 
pointed at the driver on the way 
there, the report says. 

Once at the Willow Park 
Apartments, Carter asked some¬ 
one there if he knew where a cer¬ 
tain man and woman were stay¬ 
ing, and when told that the man 
was not allowed on the property, 
Carter “got angry and cursed at 
him,” the report says. 

As Carter talked to that by¬ 
stander, the cab driver was trying 
to give a signal with his hand to 
let the man know that Carter had 
a gun, but the witness later told 
police he did not actually see the 
gun. 

After Carter ordered the cab 
driver to drive around through 
the complex parking lot, the wit¬ 
ness called police about the inci¬ 
dent. 

After the driver circled 
through the parking lot a few 
times, Carter told him to take 
him back home. On the way 
there, Carter allegedly, “loaded 
two shotgun shells into the gun,” 
the report says. 

Once back at Carter’s resi¬ 
dence, the cab driver noticed a 
car parked in Carter’s driveway 
and Carter allegedly ordered the 
cab driver to block that vehicle 
in and threatened the life of the 
driver when he refused to do that, 
the report says. Carter got out of 
the cab, walked up to the car, 
and pointed the shotgun at the 
passenger window “and started 
arguing with whoever was in the 
vehicle,” the report says. By this 
time, Officer Nash and Sgt. Jon 
Giezentanner were looking for 
Carter, and they soon found him 
sitting just outside his basement 
door “with a sawed-off shotgun 
within reach on a table,” the re¬ 
port says. 

Carter was arrested and taken 
to Putnam County Jail. He is 
charged with aggravated assault 
and aggravated kidnapping of the 
cab driver for threatening the cab 
driver and taking the driver “hos¬ 
tage at gunpoint and forcing him 
against his will to take him where 
he wanted to go,” warrants say. 

Carter is also charged with 
unlawful possession of a weapon 
because he is already on proba¬ 
tion for felony possession of 
a weapon. His bond was set at 
$25,000.

“This is a monumental occa¬ 
sion for both the local and down¬ 
stream communities that rely on 
the dam for its economic and wa¬ 
ter management benefits,” said 
Lt. Col. James A. DeLapp, Nash¬ 
ville District commander.

Portable rest=rooms will be 
available, but food and drinks 
will not. Participants are allowed 
to bring a snack and water if 
needed. 

The Halcomb’s Landing boat 
ramp will be closed beginning at 
10 p.m. April 18 and will reopen 
at 1 p.m. April 19 to accommo¬ 
date parking for the ceremony. 

The problems with Wolf 
Creek Dam that brought about 
the extensive rehabilitation proj¬ 
ect stemmed from the way it was 
originally constructed back in the 
1940s and 1950s. 

Built atop a system of karst 
geology that included caves and 
caverns below its foundation, 
water began seeping underneath 
the structure, weakening the in¬ 
tegrity of the dam that is a com¬ 
bination of concrete structure 
joined with a earthen section 
that makes up the nearly mile- 
long feature that holds back the 
Cumberland River to form Lake 
Cumberland. 

The project to repair the leaks 
underneath Wolf Creek Dam, 
has involved constructing a bar- 
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dents gave “hope” to patients in 
need by becoming registered or¬ 
gan donors,” explains Staton. 

Out of 2,006 licenses issued 
last year, the Clinton County 
driver’s license staff collected

“Every heart we print gives 
hope to patients in need. We 
hope everyone will understand 
that you no longer have to sign 
the back of your license or use 
an orange dot. Simply say “yes” 
when you renew your ID to add 
your name to the confidential 
Kentucky Organ Donor Regis¬ 
try,” explains Staton. 

Any adult Kentucky resident 
can join the Kentucky Organ 
Donor Registry at their Circuit 
Court Clerk’s office or online 
at www.donatelifeky.org. Any 
Clinton County person touched 
by the mission of organ donation 
is encouraged to tell their Gift of 
Life story through the Trust For 
Life website: www.trustforlife. 
org. 


rier wall by drilling a series of 
large holes that reach depths of 
as much as 275 feet below the 
dam’s work platform, into solid 
bedrock. 

Those overlapping drilled 
holes, referred to as caissons, 
were then filled with concrete in 
a “leap-frog” fashion to form a 
deep cutoff wall that will hope¬ 
fully prove to be the final fix 
to stop the water from seeping 
through and beneath the dam. 

Back in the 1970s, a similar 
problem was discovered and a 
project similar to the one now 
nearing completion was made 
in an effort to stop the leaks and 
seepage then. 

However, it was later deter¬ 
mined that the earlier repairs 
were neither deep enough nor 
long enough to have been totally 
successful. 

The current repair project was 
not only considerably deeper in 
its placement of concrete below 
the dam’s foundation, but unlike 
the repair attempts in the 1970s, 
this time included the entire 
length of the earthen portion of 
the dam. 

The most recent project also 
saw crews paying particular 
attention to the repair efforts 
where the concrete portion of the 
structure and the earthen portion 
joined. 

That area was referred to by 
both the Corps of Engineers, as 
well as by the construction firm 
completing the project, as “Criti¬ 
cal Area No. 1” and was the area 
where the most problems were 
encountered during the project. 

The U.S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers Nashville District placed 
concrete for the last pile of the 
barrier wall March 6, which 
completed the last and most criti¬ 
cal component of the dam safety 
project required to mitigate seep¬ 
age through the karst geology 
deep in the foundation of Wolf 
Creek Dam’s embankment. 

It was the last of 1,197 piles 
that are approximately four feet 
in diameter and extend as deep as 
275 feet, traversing through the 
embankment, and well into bed¬ 
rock. Altogether they interlock to 
form the barrier wall. 

The Lake Cumberland pool is 
being raised from elevation 680 
feet above sea level, which was 
maintained during construction, 
to the first incremental operating 
zone between elevations 700 and 
705. The lake level is currently at 
695 feet. 
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June, with designated dates for 
each participating county. 

Clinton County shall provide 
a minimum of three staff during

ing and planning in each Area 
Development District. 

The Waste Tire Amnesty Pro¬ 
gram will accept tires on and 
off the rims. However, there are 
some types of tires that “will not” 
be accepted, including: foam or 
calcium filled tires, large off-road 
construction equipment tires, and 
solid tires with pressed-on rims. 

Also, any resident is eligible 
to participate except tire retailers 
and agricultural tire retailers.

House Republican 
Floor Leader Hoover 
expresses concerns, 
questions in letter 
to Governor 

House Republican Floor Lead¬ 
er Jeff Hoover, R-Jamestown, is 
questioning an announcement 
earlier this week by Kentucky 
Education Commissioner Terry 
Holliday that the first 57 school 
districts to raise their dropout 
age will receive $10,000 each in 
‘planning grants.’ 

On Friday, April 12, Repre¬ 
sentative Hoover sent a letter 
to Governor Steve Beshear ex¬ 
pressing concerns about the use 
of those funds when many local 
districts are cutting positions and 
can’t afford to provide essential 
items to students. 

“I find it disturbing the Com¬ 
missioner of the Department of 
Education is offering more than 
$500,000 in public education 
funds to advance this agenda 
while tens of thousands of chil¬ 
dren in Kentucky are desper¬ 
ately in need of textbooks,” Rep. 
Hoover wrote to the Governor. 
“My questions are this, where is 
the money coming from? IfKDE 
has, all the sudden, $500,000 
dollars for this graduation initia¬ 
tive, how much other money is 
‘laying around’ over there? If 
there is $500,000, all of a sud¬ 
den, why hasn’t the money been 
used previously for essential ex¬ 
penditures and unmet needs such 
as textbooks?” 

“(Ten) years from now it will 
not matter that we have raised 
the minimum age for high school 
dropouts if we continue down 
this path of spending money 
which without a doubt no mem¬ 
ber of the legislature or the public 
was told was available,” Hoover 
further wrote. 

Rep. Hoover’s letter was de¬ 
livered to the Governor’s office 
Friday, April 12.

Window is quickly closing 
for spring lawn renovations

Winter outstayed its welcome 
this year, and with the weather 
finally warming up, many Ken¬ 
tuckians are anxious to get out¬ 
side and make improvements to 
their yards. For those who plan 
to seed grasses this spring, now 
is the time to do it, said Gregg 
Munshaw, extension turf special¬ 
ist with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture. 

While spring is the time when 
most homeowners start thinking 
about their lawns, Munshaw said 
it’s really not ideal. 

“Spring is really the sec¬ 
ond best time to seed grasses,” 
he said. “Ideally, homeowners 
should seed and fertilize their 
lawns in the fall. Crabgrass ger¬ 
minating in the spring will out- 
compete weak grass seedlings. 
Our summers are hot and dry, 
and cool-season grass seedlings 
aren’t able to handle the heat 
well.” 

To control crabgrass this 
spring, homeowners who have or 
are planning to seed their lawns, 
may want to use a pre-emergence 
herbicide containing either the 
active ingredient siduron or me- 
sotrione at the time of planting. If 
homeowners aren’t planting seed 
this spring, they should apply 
pre-emergence within the next 


1.5 to two weeks, as crabgrass 
will germinate soon. Another rule 
of thumb concerning forsythia is 
when the blooms begin to fall, 
crabgrass germination is not far 
behind. Homeowners who can’t 
get a pre-emergence herbicide 
out quickly enough may want to 
use dithiopyr, a pre-emergence 
herbicide that can also provide 
some post-emergence protection. 
Farm supply stores or garden 
centers are good places to pur¬ 
chase herbicides. 

Individuals who applied fer¬ 
tilizers in the fall will not need to 
reapply in the spring or summer. 
Those who were planning on fer¬ 
tilizing this spring should have 
their soil tested and fertilize ac¬ 
cording to the recommendations. 

If all of the new seed does 
not germinate this spring, home- 
owners should wait until fall to 
reseed. 

In addition, many homeown¬ 
ers may notice a lot of winter 
broadleaf weeds, like henbit 
and chickweed, already in their 
lawns. While these will likely 
die on their own soon, they are 
also producing seed for next year 
now. An herbicide containing 
2,4-D can kill the weeds and stop 
seed production, which would 
be beneficial to lawns next year, 
Munshaw said.

Red Baron killed in action 

April 21, 1918 

In the well-trafficked skies above the Somme River in France, Baron Manfred von Richthofen, the 
notorious German flying ace known as the Red Baron, is killed by Allied fire on April 12, 1918. 

Richthofen, the son of a Prussian nobleman, switched from the German army to the Imperial Air 
Service in 1915. By 1916, he was terrorizing the skies over the Western Front in an Albatross biplane, 
downing 15 enemy planes by the end of the year, including one piloted by British flying ace Major 
Lanoe Hawker. In 1917, Richthofen surpassed all flying-ace records on both sides of the Western Front 
and began using a Fokker triplane, painted entirely red in tribute to his old cavalry regiment. Although 
only used during the last eight months of his career, it was this aircraft with which Richthofen was most 
commonly associated and that led to an enduring English nickname for the German pilot, the Red Baron. 

On April 21, 1918, with 80 victories under his belt, Richthofen led his squadron of triplanes deep 
into Allied territory in France on a search for British observation aircraft. The flight drew the attention 
of an Allied squadron led by Canadian Royal Air Force pilot Captain Arthur Roy Brown. As Richthofen 
pursued a plane piloted by Brown’s compatriot, Wilfred R. May, the Red Baron ventured too far into 
enemy territory and too low to the ground. Two miles behind the Allied lines, just as Brown caught 
up with him, the chase passed over an Australian machine-gun battery, whose riflemen opened fire. 
Richthofen was hit in the torso; though he managed to land his plane alongside the road from Corbie to 
Bray, near Sailley-le-Sac, he was dead by the time Australian troops reached him. Brown is often given 
credit for downing Richthofen from the air, though some claimed it was actually an Australian gunner on 
the ground who fired the fatal shot; debate continues to this day. 


Antiwar demonstrations held 

April 22, 1972 

Antiwar demonstrations prompted by the accelerated U.S. bombing in Southeast Asia drew somewhere 
between 30-60,000 marchers in New York; 30-40,000 in San Francisco; 10-12,000 in Los Angeles; and 
smaller gatherings in Chicago and other cities throughout the country on this day in 1972. 

The new bombing campaign was in response to the North Vietnam’s massive invasion of South Vietnam 
in March. As the demonstrations were happening, bitter fighting continued ah over South Vietnam. In the 
Mekong Delta the fighting was the heaviest it had been in 18 months. 

More and more Americans began to question the accountability of the U.S. government and military 
establishments, when in response to a strong anti-war mandate, President Nixon announced the effective 
end to the U.S. involvement in Southeast Asia in January 1973.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Bestselling mystery novelist Sue Grafton, creator of tough, divorced private eye Kinsey Millhone, 
celebrates her birthday next week. She was born and raised in Louisville, Kentucky on April 24, 1940 
and is best known for her alphabet mystery novels starting with A is for Alibi in 1982. Grafton reached 
U Is For Undertown , the 21st book featuring Millhone, in 2009, and V is for Vengeance in 2011. 

Grafton grew up surrounded by books. Her father, C. W., a Louisville attorney, wrote three critically 
acclaimed mystery novels between 1943 and 1951, and her mother, Vivian, was a passionate reader. Her 
parents were both the children of Presbyterian ministers. Sue and her sister, Ann, were both raised in 
Louisville. Sue attended both the University of Louisville and Western Kentucky State Teachers College, 
which is now Western Kentucky University, before graduating from the University of Louisville in 1961 
with a bachelor’s degree in English literature and a minors in humanities and fine arts. She is a member 
of Pi Beta Phi. 

She wrote three novels by the time she was 27, but all remained unpublished. She entered a novel 
in a British book contest and landed a contract for her first published novel, Kezia Dane (1967), which 
was not a mystery. Neither was her second book, The Lolly-Madonna War (1969), which was made into 
a movie in 1973. Grafton worked on the screenplay, which led to a scriptwriting career for television in 
the mid-1970s, a job she hated. 

She came up with the idea for a mystery series featuring a modern female detective while locked in 
a bitter custody dispute in 1977 with her second husband. She imagined ways to kill or maim her ex- 
husband and her fantasies were so vivid that she decided to write them down. At the time, mystery novels 
featured few female detectives besides Nancy Drew and Miss Marple. Coincidentally, Sara Paretsky’s 
first mystery featuring V. I Warshawski, another modern female detective, was published in 1982, the 
same year as A Is For Alibi. 

Grafton, who has been divorced twice, is now married for more than 20 years to Steven F. Humphrey. 
She has three children from her previous marriages and several grandchildren. She and Humphrey divide 
their time between Montecito, California and Louisville, where Humphrey teaches at universities in both 
cities.
